I offer  this  season,  of  my  larg^e  collection  of  Dahlias, 
thirty-six  varieties  for  sale.  As  I have  said  in  my  circular 
of  1921,  there  are  too  many  new  kinds  introduced  every 
year,  that  produce  only  a few  flowers  late  in  the  season, 
which  do  not  pay  the  trouble  of  caring  for  them,  and  give 
only  dissatisfaction  to  the  customers,  who  buy  them.  Iwill 
mention  here  only  two  very  unsatisfactory  varieties,  Chri- 
emhild,  a beautiful  pink  with  white  center,  which  I dis- 
carded after  four  years  trial,  and  J.  M.  Goodrich,  which 
after  three  years  trial  in  my  gardens  has  not  produced  a 
single  flower.  I have  sixty  more  new  varieties,  not  listed 
in  this  circular,  and  a good  many  of  them,  did  not  show  any 
flowers  the  past  season,  but  as  it  was  an  unfavorable  year, 
in  this  section  of  the  country,  hope  they  will  do  better  next 
season.
